Mr. Clarence King, Geologist and Mining Engineer, died 
at Phoenix, Ariz., on Dec. 24, at the age of 60 years. Mr. 
King was a graduate from the Sheffield Scientific School 
of Yale University, class of 1862. Shortly after graduatr- 
ing he joined the Geological Survey of the State of Cali- 
fornia, and served under Prof. J. D. Whitney in that State 
until 1866. He continued his scientific researches along 
the Pacific Coast, making a number of discoveries valu- 
able to the interests of the Government. In recognition 
of his merit as a geologist he was placed in command of 
the expedition known as the United States Geological Sur- 
vey which made a scientific investigation of the territory 
between the Missouri River and the Pacific Ocean. At 
his suggestion the several Government surveys were con- 
solidated into the existing United States Geological Sur- 
vey, and he was appointed its first director, which office 
he held until 1881. While with the California Geological! 
Survey he climbed and named Mt. Whitney and Mt. Tin- 
dall, and made a geological and topographical survey of 
the Yosemite Valley and an exploration of Arizona. In 
the winter of 1866-67 he succeeded in obtaining authority 
and funds from Congress for a scientific survey from the 
eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains to the Pacific Ocean 
and was placed in charge of this work under Genera: 
Humphreys of the Army. Mr. King was also a writer of 
ability, his best known work being ‘‘Mountaineering in the 
Sierra Nevadas.”’ 

Mr. Robert Henry Temple, M. Am. Soc. C. E., one ot 
the best-known engineers in the south, died suddenly at 
his home, in Richmond, Va., on Dec. 23. Mr. Temple was 
born in Spottsylvania county, Va., in 1831, and com- 
menced his career as a rodman on the New Orleans, Jack- 
son & Great Northern Ry. in 1852. During the Civil War 
he was connected with the Engineering Department of the 
Confederate Government, being stationed in Texas.
